USE OF SMOKERS. 


A Handy Contrivance When in tlio Hands 


of Experienced Boe-Keepers. 


Plenty of bee-keepers can be found 


who know nothing of the use and great 
advantage of the bellows smoker. I 
say bellows smoker in ordor to distin- 
guish it from the mouth instrument 
used by some bee men who are behind 
the times. Men can brag about their 
quiet strain of bees and all that, but 
•when you come right down to ordinary 
eardiiy bees and business, give me a 
emoker every time. 
I have handled bees without a smoker, 


and bees have handled me while I had 
one, 
but us I said before, whan you are 


in for business you want a smoker, and 
if the bees are "tarnal" lively, you 
want two of them with a man to pump. 


Do not, as a rule, be extravagant 


with your smoke. Yo* don't thrash a 
horse every time he acts a little skit- 
tish, but yon remind him by a gentle 
tap that "the "long oats" is in band 
and you on deck. Just so with smok- 
ing yonr bcos—give them a few gentle 
puffs as you remove the enamel cloth, 
simply to let them know there's fire in 
the old tin barrol and lots of muscle to 
•n ag the bellows. The notion that the 
bets always fill themselves with honey 
wlien smoked, I believe erroneous, that 
is when little smoke is used. They 
naturally feel pugnacious when their 
home is" invaded, but the "reminder" 
goon cools them down, and they go 
about their occupations without fur- 
ther thought for you—that is, as a 
rule. Sometimes they do considerable 
thinking, but not as much as the bee- 
keeper with a baker's dozen of them 
up his breeches. No smoke is needed 
at this stage, as the atr will be blue 
enough. It is better not to smoke 
into the entrance, thus disturbing the 
bees coming in and going out, but use 
it after yon take the cover off your hive 
and are removing the enamel cloth 
from oil' the frames. Should the col- 
ony declare open warfare, you can, 
with very rare exceptions, completely 
subdue them with a three-inch smoker, 
•while, wore youtto attempt to handle 
them without this necessary adjunct 
to successful honey production, you 
would be compelled to leave the field 
to the adversary, acknowledge your- 
self whipped by a few horse-flies with 
whittled extremities, and have the 
mortification of feeling you are not 
master t>f the situation, either as re- 
gards tfoe bees or what they ought to 
bring in. 
Setting tie smoker on end, when 


lighted, will keep the fire in, so every 
thing will be ready at a moment's no- 
tice. If you want it to go out, set it 
loriaontally, or nearry so, by resting 
t with the bellows down. Tie follow- 
ng are good fuels: cotton rags, cocoa 
mattings, com-cobe, rotten wood and 
lard wood.— Cor.

ClHaaea in Germany. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—Consul Warner 


sends to the State Department from Co- 
logne an interesting document, giving 
the rates of wages and general condition 
of the laboring classes in 
Germany.

Female labor is only allowed In a certain

in winter. One hour is given for dinner, 
half an hour for breakfast and half an 
hour for coffee in the afternoon.

takes

that certain restrictions with regard to 
the employment of women and children 
are observed. Rent is §2.85 per month 
on the average, or one full week's wages.

They have also peas, beans, vegetables, 
common pork and black bread. Once in 
a while they have dried flsh and beef, but

CARTER HARRISON AMONG THE AN- 


ARCHISTS AND STRIKERS. 


A mare-Mounted Man Whose Face Wu» 


Fatnlllnr During ttie Great Klotn— V* 
moan Becniiae He ll a Personification 
of Chicago'. Fecnllar Clmi iirterlntlc!.

CHICAGO, June 8. —This breezy town has 


just'passed through a world of troubles anc 
tribulations. What with the struggles be 
tween ambitious labor and zealous capital 
wild-eyed dynamiters and bravo police, the 
times have been full of turmoil and the air 
overcharged with reverberations and rumors 
of war. 
But throughout all the commotion 


there has been one conspicuous figure towart 
whom all eyes have turned, one representa 
tive of law, one commander of forces, one 
universal arbitrator, one giver of advice 
dictator, referee and spokesman, who h: 
never lost faith in himself, in the police, in 
Chicago, the constitution, the law or thi 
American eagle. His name is Harrison—

district Everybody In Chicago, oven the

knows Carter, and everybody knows the 
mare. And so as the noble matched 
&nc 


matchless pair moved from crowd to crowd 
and through street after street shouts o 
recognition greeted them on all sides. 
Some 


called him "Carter," a few ward workers 
addressed him as "thaold man," tho womo: 
bowed low and exclaimed "Yer honor,' 
while one bold small boy immortalized him 
self by crying "rats." 
Use of this epithet is 


an offense well nigh capital in Chicago, and 
the bystanders expected to see the young 
criminal arrested and confined in a dungeon 
cell without delay, but instead the paternal 
mayor reaci tho offender a lecture which will 
doubtless ring in his ears till Oabriel's trum- 
pet sounds. 


To strikers and assembled crowds the mayoi 


made many speeches. To employers he gave 
much good advice. In tho midst of rioters 
he was as fearless as a cavalryman in a 
uharge, and in the control of the police he 
•was all vigilance and energy. He was not in 
the Haymurket when that awful bomb ex- 
ploded, but he was soon thereafter among 
tho wounded and dying policemen at the 
station house. 
Daily the gray mare has 


•inoe stood for a half hour before the city 
hospital, while her rider was inside cheering 
the sufferers whose limbs and bodies had 
been torn by Anarchist bombs and bullets. 


It is easy to see that this equestrian pub- 


licist is not a man of commonplaces. He is 
altogether extraordinary. He is picturesque. 
Not a very groat man, nor an exceptionally 
good man, nor a notoriously bad man, he 
has nevertheless built his fame as wide as 
that of the town he rules. There are an hun- 
dred congressmen and a score of senators in 
Washington 
loss known throughout the 


country's length and breadth than he. He 
was in congress once himself—and now has 
an ambition to return after sitting eight 
years in tho mayor's chair of America's in- 
terior metropolis—but it was not in Wash- 
ington that his fame was wrought 
It was 


la-re, and if wo !ook for the whyfore we find 
it in tho fact that he has not only been Chi- 
cago's chief magistrate, but her impersona- 
tor. 
Ho has been a reflex of many of Chi 


cage's most murkod characteristics. Ho has 
been, and is, Chicago personified. 


Like Chicago, he is bold, buoyant, un- 


daunted, 
stlf-complacent, 
self-confident, 


prosperous, rich, generous,-pew-holding, but

Sight-seeing visitors in Chicago rarely fail 


to ask to be shown the mayor. 
Tho business 


man from New York, the stock drover from 
Kansas, the miner from Colorado, request 
the honor of an introduction to the rider of 
the mare. They have heard of him. In 
some manner their curiosity concerning him 
has been eager. 
What he has done to make 


him famous they do not know, nor dous 
anybody elsa. But analysis shows that he 
is notorious, because he stands typical of 
Chicago. 


It is difficult for non-residents to under- 


stand how big a man Carter Harrison is in 
Chicago, how he is regarded as the autocrat 
of the town and the one man of power. 
Chicago exceeds in population eight or ten 
states of the Union, and in wealth and im- 
portance many more. In this principality 
the mayor is supreme. There is a city 
council, but he has the power of veto, and in 
his control of the patronage, which all good 
aldermen hunger for, he controls the council. 
All of the other departments of tho city 
government, excepting a few perfunctory 
offices, are under his thumb. He fills them 
with whom he likes. 
Even 
the police 


justices are his. A8d to this lawful power 
the aggressiveness, individuality and pater- 
nalism of the man Harrison, and you have a 
potentate who moves in tha orbit ot an 
emperor. 


There was a time when this mayor, mare- 


mounted, could not ride through the streets 
of Chicago without being followed by the 
buzz as of endless crowds. He was popular. 
"The best mayor" was his sobriquet in every 
man's mouth, without regard to politics. 
When he returned from 
a 
European 


trip, during which be had sounded the 
praises of the American eagle in the shadow 
of the castles of a half dozen effete mon- 
archies, the crowd which met him at the 
railway station covered ten acres. 
In its 


arms the favorite was borne to his carriage 
which no hones drew triumphant through 
the streets. 
But now the popularity has 


waned, and tha vast majorities of years ago, 
to which men of all parties contributed their 
suffrage, dwindled a year ago to* contested 
election. 


Yet In many wayt Carter Harrison is truly 


to* best Mayor Chicago ever had. In a city 
of Jobbery, he has been in no jobs; surrounded 
by a corrupt council, h* hu been clean, and 
mow than once ha. interooeed his veto be- 
tween blackmailers and their bootr. 
His 
financial control ha. be*, do*,, anto ^ 
fcoMst Hi, polio, and fire department, 
hare become model* He rid Chicago of 
bonoo thlove., garroten and sand-bagger.. 
At tut. tame time, rtraopijr lncon*i>tent, be 


gave peace to the gambler* aa long as their 
great political Influence was exerted In hi 
behalf, turning his police loose npon them 
only, when they turned against him. A 
the while he hag been over lenient with toug 
saloons and notorious dance houses. 


In politics he has been something of a dem 


agogue as well as a brilliant leader. Eve 
the Socialists, cousins-German to the ret 
eyed Anarchists, have known his favor. On 
Socialistic leader is now one of his office- 
holders, and The Arbeiter Zeitung, late or 
gan of the Socialist, Bpies, was once "officia 
paper of Chicago."

thing more than his nerve and his handsom 
person, it is for his fluency. He is a wonder 
fill talker.

speeches than any other man in the wesl 
His wit is of trua temper and always read; 
In conversation, crowd, convention, or 
the Meetings, be is a veritable reservoir o 
well-mixed humor, eloquence, sarcasm an 
anecdote, which reeds only to be tapped t 
run forth a torrent There have been few 
campaigns more brilliant than the one h 
made for governor of Illinois.

Carter also stood for the senate. 
He wen 


down to Springfield at the beginning of tha 
historic fight, which finally resulted in th 
re-election ot Logan, and here his propensit 
for speechmaking found free vent. He bu. 
into flights of rhetoric at every opportunity 
Almost any evening he could be found si 
ting in the hotel offices, surrounded by ga| 
ing crowds of rural legislators. Of all tt 
throng only one man talked, and he the may 
or of Chicago. The personal pronoun I, an 
praiso of tho works himself had performec 
in the metropolis of the state, were thic 
upon his lips. But Morrison was the choio 
of the caucus. 


The evening in which the nomination was 


to be made Carter Harrison was wolkin 
from one hotel to another. On the way h 
met two legislators. Thoy were not intenc 
ing to vote for him, and he stopped to labo 
with them. He endeavored to show them 
wlie'ro their path of duty lay, and so persua 
tivo did ho become that both at length re- 
lented, renounced their fonner allegiance 
promised to vote for the mayor, and desiret 
to hasten on to the caucus hall

loquacious candidate was not satisfied. H 
so loved tho sound of his own voice that h 
was ioath to stop. 
The winds whistled, sno' 


fell, street lairips blinked with passing hours, 
and carriages and pedestrians hastened by 
But the mayor talked on and on.

Every day or so the mayor's office is fillec 


by fifteen or twenty bright young men wit! 
tabs of paper and indifferently sharpened li 
pencils. As the mayor talks the young men 
write. 


"Now 
print this just as I say it to you," tht 


mayor commands, ' 'or you'll get no more new 
in the city hall." 


These young men ore reporters, and the 


mayor is giving the public, through them 
and the more or less great and morc 
journals which they represent, his regular 
lecture. 
As like as not he is lecturing the 


newspapers, for he and they do not ge 
along well together. 
They all ore prone to 


criticize him, and he rarely fails to talk back. 
Several of them he sued for libel bocause o 
intimations that ho had had a hand in the 
notorious election frauds. 


Mayor Harrison is an aristocrat in whose 


veins flows the blood of that Harrisoi 
family which-gave a president to the United 
States and a senator to Iniiiana. He has 
Kentuckian's love for fine horses, a Vir- 
ginian's adoration for beautiful women, and 
a truly Chicagoish love for himself. Though 
a man of the people he everywhere main- 
tains his dignity. He has a "How are you!' 
for the ward worker, but not a shake of the 
hand. 
Tue gamblers can secure from him 


immunity from arrest, but they cannot 
speak to him or enter his office with his 
consent Hu is a good man and a bad one 
an able man and a weak one, a statesman 
and a demagogue, an aristocrat and a ple- 
beian. 
He has many contradictions in his 


character and there are not a few faults in 
his conduct, but in his eight years'rule ol 
Chicago he has done more for the city, in 
the way of public improvements, good order, 
cleanly administration and economical care 
of the finances, than any mayor since Chi- 
cago became an interior metropolis. He 
will not bo elected mayor another time and 
wants to go ouce more to congress. 
He and

sylvania avouue, and the admiration hii 
splendid horsemanship would be sure tc 
elicit could not fail to stir the ambition 
which lies more or less dormant in every 
Chicagoan's breast, and which, in his case, 
has already been tickled by The New York 
Sun's suggestion of Carter Harrison for 
president.
